-Alma Lt- iL-uvie in uiu>\\cr to a yuery from the editor ol the Buffalo Kepublic, Mr. Keefe 


says: 


"I desire to say that the American Federation of Labor Is not committed to any political party, nor has 


any candidate for president IWM indorsed by the executive council. 


"1 ui:» of tho belief that the general public does not fully understand the position of the executive council 


of the A merit an Federation of Labor In the present campaign. The policy of the labor movement Is nonpartl- 
saii and is as follows: 


"We desire to refute here the aspersions that have been cast upon the executive council and particularly 


one of its members. President Gompers. that It is our purpose or his to dictate to the working people of our 
country how they shall cast their voles in the coming elections, nor has any one promised the vote of the work- 
ing people to any particular party. We have strongly, clearly and emphatically, as It was our duty, presented 
the situation in which the working people of the country lind themselves, the demands which labor' has made 
upon both political parties as to necessary action, which they should take, the treatment thev have received, 
und have appealed to the judgment and patriotism of the working people and the friends of labor throughout 
the country, since both political parties have spoken, to uiake their choice as their conscience may dictate. 


"The misrepresentation of newspapers and others to the contrary notwithstanding, we repeat and insist, 


and we have so conducted and propose to so conduct our course, that the labor movement shall remain as free 
and independent from political domination as it has ever been in its history. 


"The foregoing does not commit the American Federation of Labor to any political party and is nonpartl- 


san, which permits union men to vote for whom they may please for president and other offices without fear of 
criticism. All of which I heartily indorse. 


"Some of. the members of the executive council of the American Federation of Labor no douht will sup- 


port and vote for Mr. Bryant which Is their individual right. I shall support and vote for Mr. Taft, who was 
admitted to membership la the International Brotherhood of Steam Shovel and Dredge Men on account of his 
strong advocacy of the enforcement of the eight hour law on all government work coming under the jurisdic- 
tion of the war department, and if the eight hour day did not become an established fact in connection with 
dredge work It was the fault of the workmen and not the fault of the secretary of war. 


"I might add further that Mr. Taft, as secretary of war, has done more to inforce laws In favor of organ- 


ized labor than all his predecessors."

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MR. BRYAN'S "FAKE" PANIC 


It requires au unusual dcurce of 4U- 


dacity for a man with Mr. Bryan's 
recjru 10 be i \\uua;; me lU-puuiu .u> 
administration because of the Hurry 
iij the uiouey markets last fall. 
Tli« 


more he avoids the sui.ijeet of hi* ca- 
pacity to conduct the linances of the 
government upon a sane basis the bet- 
ter will be the chance that people will 
forget his extremely discreditable rec- 
ord on all such subjects. 
There have 


been two panics within the memory 
of'the present generation—that of 1V.I3 
under Mr. Cle\eland and that of last 
fall. Every business man and banker, 
however, who remembers the condi- 
tions of JSl>3 understands perfectly 
well that there was a difference be- 
tween the two panics, both in origin 
and the way in which they were met. 


lu the matter of origin the panic of 


1893 Is ascribable to the antics of just 
such men as Mr. Bryan in standing 
up in congress making violent and per- 
sistent attacks upon the public credit. 
The panic of last year was what 
might be called a "prosperity panic." 
the sort of event which is the culmi- 
nation of a period of conlidence and 
expanding industry. Demand for cap- 
ital had expanded to the point where 
the supply was no longer suliicient. 
This was the very opposite to the con- 
ditions of the panic of 189:5. At that 
time capital was being withdrawn 
from the United States by foreign in- 
vestors because of the menace con- 
talued In sweeping 1'opulist victories, 
with which Mr. Bryan and his kind 
were known to be in sympathy. So 
grave was the danger that the United 
States would abandon the monetary 
standard of civilized nations and go 
to the silver basis that 
President 


Cleveland found it necessary to post- 
pone the measures upon which he was 
elected In order to unite the sane mea 
of both parties to check the plunge ! 
toward free silver. 


The panic of last year, resulting 


from the sudden discovery that the 
demands of capital and currency were 
so great that they could not be fully 
met, was quickly over, because the 
country had confidence in the pur- 
poses and capacity of a Republican 
president and secretary of the treas- 
ury. 
They were prompt to take ac- 


tion to draw hoarded money from Its 
hiding places to aid the business com- 
munity by Increasing deposits in the 
banks and by every other measure 
which would tend to restore conli- 
deuce and demonstrate the resolute 
purpose of the administration to pro- 
tect both public and private credit. 


One of the best evidences of the 


lightness with which the flurry of last 
autumn touched the real resources of 
the country is afforded by a compari- 
son of the 
fluctuations 
In the re- 


sources of the national banks. Taking 
individual deposits as the best repre- 
sentative item, the figures show that 
iu 1S93 there was a shrinkage of more 
than 17 per cent in deposits between 
March 
and October. 
The ordinary 


fluctuation of prosperous years ranges 
from 3 to 7 per cent, but the move- 
ment is usually upward instead of 
downward. In 1803, however. Individ- 
ual deposits in national banks fell 
from .$1,751,439,000 in March to ?!.« 
451,12J,000 In October. 
In 1907 there 


was a decline from $4,322,880,000 in 
May to $4,170.873.000 on Dec. 3. This 
was .1 decline of less than $150,000,- 
000, or about 3 per cent The lowest 
point touched by national bank de- 
posits since the panic was iu February 
last, when the amount was $4,103,814,- 
000. 
Since that date there has been 


an increase of G per cent, which lias 
carried the deposits far above the 
high point of 1907 and above any point 
ever before attained in the banking 
history of the United States. 


Returns from state banks, trust com- 


panies and private banks throughout 
the country are available only once a 
year. The returns just published by 
the comptroller of the currency show 
that the individual deposits of all 
classes of banks reporting, including 
national banks, were $12,215.767,000 
In 190G, $13.099,035,000 in T.K)7 and 
$12,784.511.000 in 190S. Thus at most 
the figures for the present year show 
a very trifling check In the upward 
march of banking activity. 


if Mr. Bryan could give a bond to 


the people of the United States that 
this election would be followed by no 
greater depression In business activity 
and banking resources than was dis- 
closed last year his golden dreams of 
a landslide In his favor might be re- 
alized. 
Never in the history of the

Tribes, incidentally interested, and to 
take every step necessary to bring it 
to the notice of the individual Osage 
Indians. 


The statement is an answer to Gov- 


ernor Haskell's recent charges, for 
the 'information of the Indians of the 
Osage nation, and says:

letter to the president charges that 
the 
president acted unfairly to the 


Osage Indians in the matter of fixing 
the royalty for the lease of their oil 
lands to the Indian Territory Illumi- 
nating Oil company. 
Governor Has- 


kellV .statements are deliberate false- 
hoods: nor docs he suggest pcpsible 
remedy. As his disregard of truth i.« 
willful, no reply will be made to him 
personally, but President Roosevelt 
and Secietary Gar field are not willing 
that 
the Osage Indians should not 


know the truth about these matters, in 
order that they may not be deceived 
by Governor Haskell's false state- 
ments. For this reason they send to 
the Indians the truth about each of 
the charges he makes." 


The statement takes up Haskell's 


charges in detail and analyzes them 
to show their "deliberate untruth."
